GERMAN NOTE 


Germany's newest not* of 


the Wm. Rye, given out at 
Washington this afternoon is 
a distinct victory for President 
Wilson and his methods of 
handling the submarine war- 
fare situation. 


The meaning of the note is 


that there will be no more 
American lives sacrificed, and 
that American vessels, even 
when carrying contraband will 
not be sunk without warning. 
The text of the note is as fol- 
lows: 


"With regard first to the as- 


certainment of the damage by 
experts, the German govern- 
ment believes that it should dis- 
pense with the nomination of an 
umpire. In the cases of the as- 
certainment of damages hither- 
to arranged between the Ger- 
man government and a neutral 
government in similar causes, 
the experts named by the two 
parties have always reached an 
agreement as to the amount of 
the damage without difficulty; 
should it not be possible, how- 


ever, to reach an agreement on 
some point it could probably be 
settled by diplomatic negotia- 
tion. Assuming that tie Amer- 
ican government agrees to this 
the German government names 
as its experts Dr. Kepney of 
Bremen, director of the North 
German Lloyds; it begs to 
await the designation of the 
American export. 


"The German government de- 


clares that it agrees to the pro- 
posal of the American govern- 
ment .to separate the question 


of indemnity from the question 
of the interpretation of the 
Prussian-American treaty of 
1785, 1799 and 1828. It there- 
fore again expressly states that 
in making payment it does not 
acknowledge the violation of 
the treaty as contended by the

Fire .Marshal Buckley calls upon citizens to examine their homes 
carefullv, get rid of inflammable material that has

In dwellings, trash and fluff should 
be taken from cellar, 


closets ami attic— while in the cellar see that any swinging gas 
bracket is made a rigid one. The most dangerous closet is 
one 


under a stair for odds and ends liable to spontaneous combustion 
arc likely to be hidden in its toe and fire there almost immediately 
cuts off the escape of those in upper stories. The garret, even in 
a well-regulated family, is a curiosity shop of tiiidcr-dry mflamina* 
ble stuff and may have in it the worst of tenants, left- over paints 
and oils.

See if the wood above the furnace is charred. If it is, a sheet 


of zinc or tin should be hung under it, not in contact 
with it. 


Clean the pipes and look for cracks. 


. -Has some part of the cook stove, or its pipe, a crack 
m it 


through which a spark might escape? Is the floor under it and 
the wall behind it protected by tin or zinc? Is there danger of the 
pipe slipping out at the top? 
If the pipe runs straight into the 


flue—that is without an elbow, it should wear a collar 
where it 


enters.

heard 'by men in the ice cream plant. 
Soon others were attracted, and tak- 
iriK in the situation guve the alarrr..

FIRE PREVENTION DAY. 


October Ninth has been proclaimed as fire prevention day by 


Governor Willis, the date being .selected as the average date of 
the first killing frosts iu Ohio is October 8th, and fires will be in 
general use iu homes about that time. Bulletins issued by State 
Fire Marshal Buckley calls upon citizens to examine their homes 
carefully, get rid of inflammable material that has 
accumulated,

Recently in this column, atten- 


tion was directed to the anmial 
toll in infant lives due to whoop- 
iiig cough-. One of the chief rea- 
sons why the disease is hard to 
control is the fact that an early 
diagnosis ('before the whoop) is 
difficult to make. 


Certain definite conditions and 


symptoms are of value iu arous- 
ing the suspicion that the 
case 


may be whooping cough. 


The presence of the disease in 


the community is highly sugges- 
tive. The cough is peculiar and 
different from that du'e'to a sim- 
ple cold. The "acts of coughing 
succeed one another rapidly with 
no intake, of the breath between 
them. During the cough the eyes 
and face become red and congest- 
ed and vomiting occurs not infre- 
quently. 


The child becomes nervous and 


is apt to brace itself against some 
nearby object or rim to its par- 
ents in alarm. Attacks come on 
during tho night, and whether oc- 
curring night or day may cause 
nose bleed. This group of symp- 
toms are highly suggestive of 
whooping cough and frequently disease.

The laboratory men have placed 


the question of a diagnosis on a 
scientific basis by perfecting a 
blood test which makes a diagno- 
sis easy at a much earlier date 
than was formerly ' possible. In 
fact, in the average case the diag- 
nosis can now -be made seven days 
before the whoop develops. The 
importance of this test is difficult 
to over estimate. 


It means the proper isolation of 


the patient at a time when infec- 
tion, is bejug scattered through 
the "discharges from tho mouth, 
nose.and brpnchiall tubes. It also 
means the institution of 
proper 


treatment at a period when most 
can he expected from such treat- 
ment.
